or when they fhail happen;therefore,leaving e- 
very Man to Judge of the caufe and tender: cy of 
the wonderfull Apparitions hereafter mention-

thefe ftrange Appearances, according to the 
order of Time andthe Aijvices we have had

digies did appear. 
IN the Month of Nevewber laft, a Prodigy 


happned in the Sea nesr the Hand of Tercera, 
being one of the Azeresor Weltern Iflands a- 
bout 50 Miles South East, from it,where a vat — 


Number of Fires were feen breaking out on 
the Surface of the Sea, witha moft violent Im- 
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petuofity,throwing up pumice ftones and othe: 
Combutftibles, and has formed an J/land of ning 
Miles long and as many broad, of a Confider- 
able height witb five Vulcanoes, or burning 
Muntains upon it, making a mo hideou: 
Noife like Jhunder, or great Guns, and 4 
Cloud proceeding from it,breaking into {mal' 
_ Rain of Sand infleadof Water. This Prodigy 

was firt feen on the 12.0f the faid Month, 
by a Ship belonging to the I/lend of Madera, 
coming from Brazil, whothouzht at firft it had 
been a Water {pout ; but coming nearer it, » 
faw a prodigious flafhing of Fire which fmel- 
led of Brim ‘tone, and heard a Mott aftonifhing | 
Noife ; afterwerds a vat quantity of Fifh 
was perceived dead on the Ses, and appeared 
broiled; Sailing a little further, met {uch a 
quantitie of pumice fones that it was hard- 
ly poffible to make way through them; at 
the {ame time they did not difcern Land, but 
if made to them as a Cloud of Fire and Smoke, 
on the Surface of the Sea, for about a Mile 
anda halfin length, and the faid Cloud af- 
cending intothe Air, diitilled into fhower: of 
_ Rain, Which brought aboundance of Sandon 
` their Ships Deck ; and being nigh the flafhes 
of Fire, aad hearing the Noifc, they Were 
ader great Confternation, bur it pleafed God 
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o fend them a little breeze of Wind that 
srought them from it, and at that time it 
appeared to-be noching of Land above Warer,

: ON the 25. November laft early in the Morning, 
great Lights appeared over the City of Briftol 
in England, the itreams whereof came dawn to the
